In response to the Final Office Action mailed October 10, 2001, Applicant 
respectfully requests the Examiner to enter the following amendments and consider the 
following remarks: 



IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

On page 7, please substitute the paragraph starting on line 8 with the paragraph 

below: 

Preferably, the request queues communicate requests via a high-speed internal 
address bus or switch 223 (referred to generally as a "bus" or "control path 
interconnect"). Each of the processors and main memory devices are capable of storing a 
copy of a requested data block. Therefore, each has a corresponding destination buffer 
(e.g., queues 224, 226, 228, 230) in the memory controller for receiving memory requests
